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GREEN HACKNEY WINS AWARDS 



S pringfield Park and 
Hackney Downs have 
been given prestigious 
Green Flag Awards, 
recognising them as amongst 
the best green spaces in 
England and Wales. 

The parks, in Clapton, join 
Clissold Park in Stoke 
Newington and Haggerston 
Park, as Green Flag Award 
holders, making a total of four 
Awards made to the borough. 

Springfield Park is a 
designated Local Nature 
Reserve and its amenities 
include a cricket pitch and 
five tennis courts. The 
picturesque edge of the park 
borders the River Lea and 
overlooks Walthamstow 
Marshes. 

Hackney Downs is 
considered a major inner city 
Open Space. It's 1 6.1 hectares 
in size and lined with very 
mature trees. Amenities 
include three tennis courts, 
artificial cricket wicket, 
basketball courts, children's 
playground and a 'trim trail' of 


wooden workout areas dotted 
around the park. 

The Green Flag Awards is a 
national scheme managed by 
the Civic Trust. Awards are 
given as a mark of quality, and 
visible improvement of a park 
or green space. To achieve the 
required standard, there are 
eight criteria that Green Flag 
judges assess. These include: 
'welcoming environment; 
healthy, safe and secure; well 
maintained and clean; 
sustainability; conservation 
and heritage; community 
involvement; marketing; and 
management'. Parks must also 
submit a plan setting out 
improvements for the next five 
years. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, Cabinet 
Member for Community 
Services said: "Obtaining 
these Awards shows the 
quality of our parks continues 
to climb. This has been 
achieved through the Council 
investing resources and the 
dedication of all park staff, 
user groups and the passion of 


individuals of the local 
community. We can build on 
this success and work towards 
getting more Green Flags each 
year." 

Representatives from the 
Council's Community 
Services department will 
attend the official Green Flag 
Awards ceremony on 26 July. 

The Parks Service works 
hard to raise the standards of 
Hackney's green spaces in 
various ways, such as the 
installation of more bins and 
benches, resurfacing of 
pathways, better signage and 
introducing regimes that 
encourage biodiversity and 
wildlife. 

There is an ongoing 
programme of parks 
improvement projects. These 
include a new artificial pitch 
and Multi Use Games Area at 
Haggerston Park, restoration 
of buildings at Springfield 
Park, and repairs at Clapton 
Pond. There's a planned Multi- 
Use Games Areas for London 
Fields and Mabley Green, a 


major redevelopment of 
Clissold Park and House and 
continued work at Shoreditch 
Park.

Living 
around here can be hard, so 
it's good to have someone 
that really listens and 
cares." Another long term 
Pedro user, Ashley Bennett 
says James set him on a 
career path. "I went to 
about six colleges and got 
kicked out of four of them. 
Once you can focus on a 
goal it's simple, but there 


are a lot of distractions 
around that can stop you 
from doing that. James 
helped me focus. He got 
me into working with the 
community and onto 
courses and now I work as 
a teaching assistant. He's 
understanding and doesn't 
tell you what to do but just 
leads you in the right 
direction."

Protecting Hackney’s streets 



FOLLOWING the recent 
failed terrorist activity across 
the UK, the local police 
force is pu 1 1 i ng out the stops 
to ensure residents feel safe 
and protected. That means 
more high-visibility patrols 
and a 'measured rise' in the 
use of search powers. 

Chief Superintendent 
Steve Dann, Borough 
Commander of Hackney 
Police, said: "I would appeal 
to anyone who sees anything 
suspicious to report it 
immediately. My officers 
will be using a range of 
tactical options to protect 
the public, which includes 
search powers." Assuring a 
sensitive approach he went 
on to say: "The authority to 
stop and search is one that 
officers do not take lightly 


and such powers are always 
carried out sensitively and 
with respect. I have 
consulted closely with 
community leaders across 
the borough and will 
continue to do so, so that all 
sections of the community 
are aware of the police's 
response to the current 
situation. My officers take 
particular care not to 
discriminate against 
members of minority ethnic 
groups in the exercise of any 
of their stop and search 
powers." 

Mayor Jules Pipe 
commented: "The Council is 
working closely with the 
police, community leaders 
and faith groups to protect 
the safety of people who live 
and work in Hackney. And 


our local safer 
neighbourhood teams are 
working hard within the 
borough to make sure we all 
feel reassured and informed. 
Hackney is an extremely 
diverse borough and our 
streets are characterised by 
tolerance and unity. It's 
important we all work to 
maintain these strong 
community links." 

Residents' safety is 
paramount and Hackney 
Borough Police is appealing 
to members of the public 
who see anything suspicious 
to report it immediately.

Two Tings for towpath 
safety 

Following work to improve 
safety on the Regent's Canal, 
British Waterways ran a 'Two 
Tings' campaign, and 
introduced a new Code of 
Conduct to promote harmony 
between pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

The new code explains 
pedestrians have priority over 
cyclists. It asks cyclists to use 
a bell giving 'Two Tings' 
when approaching 
pedestrians, pass people 
slowly giving them space, 
and cycle at sensible speeds. 

It also asks pedestrians to 
listen for the 'Two Tings' and 
allow cyclists to pass. 

The motto of the code is: 

"Ting your bell twice, pass 
slowly, be nice". 

Councillor Alan Laing, 
Hackney Council's Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods, said: "The 
Council welcomes and 
supports this, as both cycling 
and walking are encouraged 
as sustainable forms of 
transport in the borough." 

Illegal vodka factory 
shut down in Hackney 

In a joint operation, Hackney 
Environmental Health 
Officers and HM Revenue 
Customs Officers closed 
down an illegal vodka factory 
at 67a Dalston Lane, E8. 
Bottles with counterfeit labels 
were distributed 
countrywide. 

Hackney Council advises 
members of the public and 
traders to be on the lookout 
for fake spirits and will always 
pursue prosecutions in these 
cases. It's illegal and there are 
no safety standards in place 
during the manufacturing 
process. These spirits contain 
substances that are 
potentially poisonous 
chemicals, which should 
never be consumed.

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Council’s planning decision upheld 




H ackney Council's 
decision to refuse 
planning 
permission for a 
development that would 
have resulted in a loss of 
employment space, has 
been upheld by the 
Planning Inspectorate at 
an appeal brought by the 
developers, London and 
Quadrant Housing Trust. 

Under the proposed 
scheme, historic 
warehouses at Kingsland 
Basin, which provide low- 
cost affordable workspace, 
would have been 
demolished. The area 
included the Kingsland 
Road Conservation Area, 
an Area of Special 
Landscape Character, and a 
Designated Employment 
Area. 

The Trust intended to 
replace the Victorian 
buildings in the 
conservation area, with a 
new development that 
included 209 homes and 
only a third of the existing 
employment area. 

The scheme was refused 
on the grounds it would not 
only lead to a loss of 
employment space but 
have a detrimental effect 
on the conservation area. 

Cl I r Guy Nicholson, 
Hackney Council Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and the 2012 Olympic & 
Paralympic Games, said: 
"The result of this planning 
inquiry supports the 
Council's objective to 
maintain a truly mixed-use 
city environment in 
Hackney. It reinforces the 
Council's commitment to 
preserving and enhancing 
the borough's rich 
historical and architectural 
heritage. The Council is 
committed to providing 
more homes in the 
borough, particularly 


affordable homes. 

However, we must ensure 
that valuable employment 
space is not lost in the 
process." 

The Barbican Arts Trust, 
whose studios would have 
been demolished under the 
proposals, supported the 
Council's decision at the 
appeal. 

The inspector at the 
appeal said the 
development, 'would result 
in a net loss of employment 
floor space, and thereby 
adversely affect the 


availability of employment 
opportunities in the 
Borough of Hackney'. 

He added: "The Basin is 
a structure of considerable 
historic interest, as an 
example of waterways 
engineering. Together with 
the wharves and buildings 
surrounding it, it provides a 
physical reminder of the 
history of the area and its 
industrial and trading past."

Record fine for Hackney builder 
who flouted law 


ROY Wesley Barrett who 
built a two-storey house in 
his back garden, without 
planning permission, has 
been fined a record 
£1 04,000, after Hackney 
Council took him to court. 
Barrett had been renting out 
1 2 bedrooms at 40-42 
Woodberry Grove, Finsbury 
Park, Hackney, at £85 each a 
week. 

The fine, the largest 
recorded for a planning 
enforcement case in 
Hackney, is thought to be the 
highest imposed in London 
in recent years. 

Barrett was ordered to pay 
the fine following his 
continued failure to comply 
with an enforcement notice 
requiring him to demolish 
the building. He was fined 
on 22 June after the case was 
adjourned from Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on 20 April. 

Barrett had to pay a further 
£79,560 to account for the 
rental income received, 
£25,000 to address the 
continuing offence of non- 
compliance with the 


enforcement notice, and 
Hackney Council's costs of 
£2,150. 

The fine was imposed by 
Recorder Davis QC, sitting at 
Wood Green Crown Court. 
Commenting on the flagrant 
breach of planning law he 
said: "The message should 
go out clearly that persons 
who erect buildings like this 
won't make money out of it." 
Barrett had previously been 
fined £20,000 when he was 
prosecuted for a similar 
offence relating to the same 
building. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 


Hackney Council Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and the 201 2 Olympic & 
Paralympic Games, said: 
"Hackney Council is sending 
out a clear message that it 
will not put up with planning 
laws being flouted or 
ignored. Planning laws are in 
place to protect residents and 
our neighbourhoods from 
unauthorised development. 
People who choose to ignore 
them can expect to suffer the 
consequences."

The 
commendations were 
awarded for Best Borough 
performance for reducing 
residential burglary offences 
in 2006-07 and for a 
significant reduction in the 
number of key crime 
categories, including 
personal robbery, gun- 
enabled crime and violence. 


Chief Superintendent Steve 
Dann, Borough Commander 
Hackney, and three front-line 
members of staff, were 
presented with the 
commendations by Sir Ian 
Blair, the Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner. This is the 
third successive year 
Hackney has received 
Commissioner's 
Commendations which is an 
unprecedented achievement. 

Chief Superintendent 
Dann said: "Crime in 
Hackney continues to fall, 


with 7,000 fewer crimes 
occurring last year than three 
years ago. Our priority is to 
sustain this fantastic 
performance and the high 
level of service we provide to 
both victims and witnesses, 
whilst reducing the public's 
perception of the fear of 
crime." 

Mayor Jules Pipe added: "I 
offer my congratulations to 
the police in having received 
these commendations and 
my assurance to our residents 
that we will continue to work 


together to achieve further 
reductions in anti-social and 
criminal behaviour in this 
borough". 

Two other police officers, 
PCs Marc Naughton and 
Chris Walters from Hackney 
Borough have also been 
awarded Commissioner's 
Commendations for tackling 
a man armed with a knife 
and a firearm in Stoke 
Newington High Street. Chief 
Superintendent Dann: said, 
"Both officers showed 
tremendous courage in 


dealing with this dangerous 
individual and I am delighted 
that their bravery has been 
recognised at the highest 
level. I would also like to pay 
tribute to the officers and 
members of the public who 
helped the injured officers at 
the scene and assisted in the 
subsequent investigation. The 
support and concern shown 
for both officers from all 
quarters of the community in 
Hackney has been very 
encouraging."

Parking permit changes 

From 1 July the Council 
requires more evidence 
before issuing parking 
permits. Proof of residence, 
such as council tax book or 
tenancy agreement is 
required. All applicants 
owning their vehicle need to 
show their insurance 
documents and 'log book' or 
V5 document to price the 
permit according to engine 
size. Insurance documents 
are necessary to prevent fraud 
due to persistent problems 
with uninsured vehicles. With 
limited parking space 
available, it's important the 
Council prevents fraudulent 
users taking up genuine users' 
spaces.

Evergreen OAPs 



A PROJECT aimed at helping 
older people do their bit to 
protect the environment for 
future generations is going 
from strength to strength. 

The Council's recycling 
team recently donated eight 
compost bins to the Evergreen 
project, run by Hanover in 
Hackney (HiH) sheltered 
housing group. 

Its tenants have set up 'Eco 
Teams' at HiH properties 


around the borough, which 
meet to discuss and take 
action on issues like recycling 


and saving water and energy. 

They are also working on 
developing more flowerbeds 


and vegetable gardens around 
their homes. 

Most residents are keen 
gardeners and the compost 
produced from kitchen and 
garden waste not only 
provides a natural food for 
flowers and vegetables, but 
also reduces the amount of 
waste they throw away. 

Nick Martin, Evergreen 
project manager, said: "The 
residents love their new 
compost bins, and have 
already started collecting food 
scraps and hedge clippings to 
put in them. It's a very 
productive way to teach 
people about both recycling 
and waste prevention."

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Q: Can I recycle 

aerosols with my 
tins and cans? 


A: Yes, you can recycle 
aerosols using the Green 
Box collection scheme, or 
at recycling banks across 
the borough, if you put 
them in the tins, cans and 
plastic bottles section. 

People living on estates 
can also put empty 
aerosols in the tins and 
cans bank. 

They must be empty and 
should not be pierced or 
squashed. 

Most aerosols are made 
from tin plated steel, and 


the rest from high-grade 
aluminium, which makes 
them an ideal material to 
be reprocessed along with 
tins and cans.

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The green heart of Shoreditch 


THIS year's Shoreditch 
Festival opens on 4 August 
with - Tropical Space - an 
event in Shoreditch Park, 
one of Hackney's newest 
green spaces. 

Originally much of 
Shoreditch was green in a 
different way, with many 
flower nurseries and 
market gardens providing 


fresh produce for the City. 
But as London expanded a 
new use was demanded 
for the land: housing. 

Until the 1 940's, the 
area between New North 
Road and Bridport Place, 
was covered by narrow 
streets of terraced 
Victorian houses. This area 
was very badly bombed 


during World War Two and 
many homes were severely 
damaged or totally 
destroyed. 

In July 2005, a 
community archaeological 
excavation in the park, led 
by the Museum of London, 
unearthed the stories of 
some of the homes that 
once stood in the now 
vanished Dorchester 
Street. 

After the war, a 
desperate shortage of 
housing in London, meant 
that any available space 
was pressed into service. 

As a result, much of 
what would become 
Shoreditch Park was 
covered with prefabricated 
temporary houses - known 
as 'pre-fabs'. 

Over the following 
years, the pre-fabs were 
taken down and Hackney 
Council gradually bought, 
cleared, and levelled 
sections of the land in 
order to turn them into a 


community park. 
Shoreditch Park thus came 
into existence bit by bit. 

One of these areas was 
the tranquil Dorothy 
Thurtle Garden, which was 
opened in 1 973 to 
commemorate the life and 
work of one of 
Shoreditch's most 
distinguished female 
politicians. 

You can learn more 
about Mrs Thurtle in an 
exhibition that celebrates 
women in local 
government currently on 
display at Hackney 
Archives. 

The theme of this year's 
Shoreditch Festival is 
spaces of all different 
kinds, and the green and 
historic space of 
Shoreditch Park will be at 
the heart of this summer 
celebration.

Doing the business 

A big thank you to all those who 
responded in droves to the 
Council's online business survey 
last month. 

It was aimed at finding out what 
local business people think about 
the services available to them in the 
borough, and what more could be 
provided through Hackney 
Enterprise Network (HEN). 

HEN members found several 
network services useful, including 
those for general business support 
and advice, small business grants, 
and its email news bulletin. 

There was a large response from 
media businesses (25 per cent), 
followed by retail (1 5 per cent), and 
professional services (14 per cent).

Non HEN members said general 
business support and advice, 
information on Olympic 201 2 
business opportunities, networking 
and partnership services, were the 
most sought after. 

More detailed feedback will be 
available once the survey findings 
have been considered by the 
Council cabinet.
